POSTAGE MKTEll MACHINE 
DOKS AWAY WITH WASTE. 
—A postage meter machine, first 
of Iti kind authorized by Ihe 
United States Postofllce depart- 
ment for metering and printing 
postage directly on mall, was re- 
cently put Into effect In the mail- 
ing department .of oiie of the 
great banks of Neiv York city. 


Tho postage meter Is licensed 


for use under special rules Issued 
by the United Stales Postofflce 
department. Permit to use. tne 
meter must be secured from the 
third assistant postmaster gcn- 
erul, division of classification, 
Washington, D. 0. 
Application 


must be made through the local 
postmaster on postofllcc form. 


The machines are leased to 


users by the manufacturers. The 
lessce'purchaEes the amount of 
posloge and the postoftlce de- 
partment marks Ilie amount on . 
the register of the Machine. For 
example, ahe-uld $100 worth of 
postage be bought, the meter 
would be placed nt 5.000, which 
would designate the amount In 
value of two-cent stamps. When 
these are used the meter Is Ihen 
taken back to the postofllce to 
be reset at the amount desired 
by Ihe user. 


The register door Is locked and 


sealed by the postofllce after 
each setting. Each meter prints 
.Impressions corresponding to the 
denomination aud color .of the 
adhesive stamp for which It 
takes the place. 


The Inventor says that It Is 


mechanically ImposslfJle to waste 
metered postage, as the register 
will not record unless an Im- 
print Is'made on a piece of mall. 
A set of Interchangeable steel 


! type for the date and hour of 


mailing Is furnished with each 
meter. With stamps many thous- 
ands of dollars are wasted annu- 
ally.

Tills Is quite true,- • 
but the question Is usually dropped it- 
ilils noluf and little thought IB give* 
to Vliy these clouds. form 60 much 
uearer tie ground at some limes than 
at others. 


As the weather bureau explains It,, 


both lot and clouds, are formed when' 
condensation .of moisture totes place- 
In the atmosphere. Fog K composed 
of inluute particles of .visible vapor, 
Tbey were once believed to be hollo* 
spheres, but science now declares that 
each Individual drop Is u solid body of 
water euvelopln^ a particle of dust In 
the air und supporte^ by the upward:
